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A DIARY OF HOW PENNY-WISE WAS CONCEIVED AND BORN 


William J, Parte 


(Editor's note: The following article represents the history of how P-W was 

first conceived and subsequently bom. The article was put together by Bill 
Parte with whom the Editor frequently corresponded in 1 966-67 and a coin 
dealer from whom the Editor acquired many of his large cents in those days. 

Bill has kept a file of all our correspondence over the years and he has ab- 
stracted several of our letters pertaining to P-W. Bill feels that the early 
history of P-W should become a matter of record; and since we have enough 
space in this issue to include the article, perhaps some of our members may 
find it of interest.) 

************* 

September 15, 1979 marks the twelfth anniversary of PENNY-WISE, and 
starts our thirteenth year of publication. The clock has ticked many countless 
hours in the past twelve years; a great deal of sand has run through ye olde 
hour glass. It seems fitting to me that the following should be in our official 
records - it is the history of how PENNY-WISE actually came into being. It 
is interesting to note in his letters how many of the aims, hopes, and visions 
which our editor had at the time have since come to pass, viz, the many 
censuses, profiles, mini-autobiographies, experiences of members, and many 
other features that have become a part of our P-W. PENNY-WISE has 
afforded our members many hours of pleasurable reading, passed along count- 
less bits of knowledge, shared much useful information, improved grading, 
inspired great interest in the large cents and other early American coppers, 
and has greatly increased the intrinsic value of many of them. Read and under- 
stand . 

The following is an abstract of a letter from Dr. Lapp to me, dated July 
31 , 1967: 

"I have been thinking about the EAC Club, and I wonder if it might be 
worthwhile to take the bull by the horns and get things moving. Maybe you'd 
like to help. don't know whether we could do it or not, but I have con- 

sidered putting together a little paper, offset printed. .... .include in it a lot of 
facts and information regarding large cents. .... .call attention to unusual 

varieties, e.g. the blocked A's, only one variety of the 1830 SL, etc 

mention any news regarding the coins, e.g. the series now being carried in the 
NUMISMATIC SCRAPBOOK. .... .carry a questionnaire to gather additional 
news, comments, and ideas. . ... .e.g. how to keep the coins from developing 
green patina or corrosion while in one's collection, manners of storing or dis- 
playing large cents , etc . One thing which I think would be helpful would be to 
plug for dealers to advertise their LGs by Sheldon and Newcomb numbers. As 
a dealer, you might not go for the latter, but it would be an improvement for the 
collector, certainly the advanced one, and possibly an impetus to the beginner 
to get different varieties of the same date. Maybe it would be helpful to 
stimulate the newer LC collector to try to round out his collection by getting 
different varieties for the same year, rather than buying the different dates to 
complete his collection and then feel he's done with it. 
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I have been thinking of putting together a 4, 5, or 6-page booklet to start 
with - see if it might take hold and then maybe grow or spread. If one could 
get enough replies from the questionnaire, it would be an indication of how 
much interest might be evoked in a publication being issued regularly - perhaps 
four or six issues per year. Considered carrying some ads too - for example, 
your own - and thought of writing to some of the larger advertisers whose ads 
appear in various coin publications - maybe two or three - to see if they 
would consider printing up an 8^ x 1 1 page on their own, listing their LCs - 
would include these with the first issue as a trial - free to those who were will- 
ing to participate in the first issue on a trial basis. Could point out that the ads 
would be going to avid and sophisticated LC collectors, even though the distri- 
bution was limited. Some dealers might be willing to invest two or three dollars 
to print up 200 such sheets - one sale would repay them for their expense. 

I thought that COIN WORLD, NUMISMATIC NEWS, etc. might be willing 
to give mention to such a publication, besides mentioning that the booklet would 
be mailed free to all those who wrote in for a copy - this would thereby increase 
membership possibilities as well as new customers for the dealers. 

If the venture gave any evidence of success, future issues could continue on 
in the same vein. Maybe Sheldon, Paschal, or Breen might be willing to write 
a small paragraph, editorial, etc. if properly solicited. Could ask the EAC 
members to offer any news items which they might consider worthwhile for future 
issues. Maybe Latham would like to air his views - if his recent letter can be 
taken with any reliability, he must have something to say. 

Likewise, if the venture showed any interest whatsoever, it could blossom 
into a publication devoted entirely to LCs. Have no idea how many collectors 
there are who are interested in LCs, but there must be quite a few since 
dealers repeatedly advertise their latest holdings. Depending on acceptability, 
one could also conceivably promote regular advertising on a paid basis. 

I thought also of the possibility of trying to conduct a poll or census of large 


cents maybe on the basis of the total number of LCs in a collector's 

possession. .... .maybe ask collectors to give a breakdown of their collections 


by variety or number of coins for each year. One could get a little idea from 
the response here as to about how many LCs exist, I would think. Would be 
interesting to try anyway. 

I would be willing to underwrite the cost of the first issue and subsequent 
issues if the acceptability seemed to warrant. ..... .offset printing would be 

relatively cheap, and I would absorb mailing costs too, which would be minimal. 

If enough effort were put into the first issue, I think that one could get the 
thing off the ground quite satisfactorily. However, I feel that one would have 
to proceed rather tactfully so as not to antagonize Herb Silberman or any of the 
others who presumably have been active in the past. .... .wouldn't want them to 
think that a Johnny-come-lately was trying to usurp their place in the club or 
overstep bounds which they had previously established. 
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Let me know what you think of this . Maybe the whole idea sounds crazy. ... 
maybe it is but do you think it is worth a try? Are you interested? 

Could also advertise the first issue in the various coin publications 

offer to send a copy for lot- or 254; to cover mailing costs . . . .might bring in a 
few queries. . . .never know until you try. 

Will be interested in your reaction.

The following letter was; my reply to Dr. Lapp. The letter was dated 
August 4, 1967: 

"... .That brings us up to your ’brainstorm', i.e. EAC club promotion. 

First - you can COUNT upon me for all the help and assistance that I can give. 
Too bad we aren’t close enough to sit down together on this - with plenty of 
coffee, etc. (including time). If you can engineer this (I know you can, time 
permitting). I'll do all the rough work. Like you do all the editing, send to me. 
I’ll compile, cut stencils, run off, mail, etc. Together with anything else which 
you might designate to me and of which I am capable. For a long time have been 
considering getting a mimeograph machine; but always hesitated, because I 
have no place at home in which to keep it - but this I could work out in some 
way. Believe that mimeography (when one does his own work) can beat offset 
printing done by another. (Last month I paid my mimeographer $47. just for 
my coin lists.) 

Without repeating one by one, I am in FULL accord with all your ideas. All 
numismatic publications, I am sure, would do their share to help; articles by 
authorities very good; some paid ads; bulletin advertised for 104 ; or 254; very 
good - as I said, I concur in all that you have outlined and feel at the moment 
that you haven't missed much, but we will have to keep coming up with the new. 

Also, I agree (BOY, am I a YES man) that it would maybe be a little 
'ticklish' to get started without ’hurting anyone's feelings'. The best thing would 
be (possibly) that you drop Silberman a line and find out if he's ever in the 'BIG 
CITY' and could you two get together. Boy! I know how easy it is for busy 
doctors to keep engagements. If this weren't possible, one of your fine letters - 
real friendly, outlining your love for the large cent, etc. getting around to offer- 
ing to help him, since he is so busy, to get a little publication going for him 
and the club. Whether something like this should be presented to all the 
members - personally do not think so - but you might get his feelings on the 
matter. 

Anyway, Doc, I'm with you to the end. Remember the guy who said 
'friends to the and' and then, when asked for a loan of five bucks, said 'That's 
the END'?

Dr. Lapp then wrote to me on August 9, 1967, as follows; 

"Thanks for your encouragement on the EAC bulletin idea. Am enclosing 

a rough copy of a first issue want to get your comments and see what 

additional suggestions you might have. I'll ask you to return this to me, with 
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your comments, as it is the only copy I have. ... .1 usually think ’on the type- 
writer’ compose as I go along. . . . .finish a page correct it then 

retype the newly-edited page and so on, ad infinitum. Never know which 

might be the finished product, so don’t bother to make carbon copies. I thought 

that this issue as made up, might go out for a feeler see the reaction, if 

any then act accordingly as to future issues. Want to add a brief profile 

sketch on Herb Silberman, maybe the Vice-Pres. and Sec’y too if this 

meets with your approval, then thought that I would approach Silberman directly 
and get his thoughts on it. Planned to send him a copy myself after correcting 

it, with your thoughts, ideas, and editing included then contact him by 

telephone to see what he has to say if he and the club get enough publicity 

out of it (and I tried to do this), I don’t see where he can say no and 

basically the idea should be a good one. . . . .the club needs a common denomi- 
nator this task of writing individual letters to each of the 39 members and 

then mailing replies to whatever response one might evoke would be too much 
for me. At least, if we had a single voice - a forum, so to speak - such as a 
bulletin would be, it would be a lot easier for everybody. If you and Silberman 
give me the green light, then we could approach a few of the coin dealers for 

ads again, a lot would depend upon how much interest such a bulletin might 

create amongst large cent collectors if there are enough of them, and there 

certainly must be, then the bulletin could become a big and permanent thing. Will 
need to get material from Silberman and/or the others, so as to write a brief 
biography e.g. business, hobbies, family, etc, etc. Thought maybe a pro- 

file section on each member would be in order if the bulletin gets enough attention.

Between August 9 and August 23, 1967, several more letters were exchanged 
and several phone calls were made. On August 23, 1967, Dr. Lapp wrote Herb 
Silberman a very nice letter, outlining our proposed offer. Approval was re- 
ceived promptly from Herb Silberman, and our FIRST bulletin was mailed out 
on September 15, 1967 to all the club's 39 members. Seventy-five copies of 
PENNY-WISE No. 1 were printed. The extra copies were mailed to prospective 
members until tPie supply was exhausted.

Editor's note, in closing: Much credit must be given to Herb Silberman 
who organized EAC and served as its president for the first ten years. He had 
the foresight to promptly approve the issuance of PENNY-WISE and gave 
generously of his time and experience in helping to make it the publication that 
it has become. Herb carefully edited each issue in the beginning and wisely 
counseled the Editor on putting together a publication which would be of value 
and use to the collector. The decision to include half cent and Colonial material 
as part of the scope of P-W was also reached after joint study and agreement. 

The name PENNY-WISE was proposed by Bill Parks after numerous names con - 
taining the word 'penny' were carefully considered. We think it was a good and 
wise choice. It is also interesting to reflect on many of the comments made at 
the time that P-W was first getting started. A number of the more astute 
collectors predicted that the bulletin could hardly last more than a year or so 
because of the shortage of material available. For proving those comments wrong, 
we thank you, our members - you're the greatest!

JUST RELEASED - TOM MORLEY's 
"1794 LARGE CENTS - GRADED AND UPDATED"

EAC members should be elated to knew that Tom Morley has just had 
published anew book, titled 1794 LARGE CENTS - GRADED AND UPDATED. 
The book is now available for sale and can be purchased in hardback for 
$10.95 and in softback for $5.95. 

Measuring 5 % by 8J£ inches and containing 52 pages, the book can be carried 
around very easily in one's coat pocket. Forty-one of the pages are devoted to 
the coins themselves, each of the pages picturing six examples of the 39 
obverses. The grades vary for each obverse, ranging from Fair 2 to MS65, 
depending upon the particular obverse. One page contains four photos of each 
of the three general reverses, also in varying grades. Another page is devoted 
to the NC's, and one page shows the Wheel Spoke reverse and The Starred 
Reverse. Each variety is briefly discussed at the bottom of each page, its 
rarity given, and the ten best known examples listed by grade. A three-page 
Foreword by Tom, two pictures of the first U.S, Mint, a listing of the scales 
for condition and rarity, and varied other information complete the volume. 

In the Foreword, Tom notes that the photos of the coins were obtained 
through various friends or owners of the coins. Some photos were obtained 
from the AMERICAN NUMISMATIC SOCIETY. Several were made from foil 
pressings. All in all, the plates are quite good, impressive, and should be of 
help in grading one's own pieces accordingly. 

I have just received my copy, and I think that the new book is an excellent 
one. Tom Morley deserves to be commended for putting it all together. He 
tells me that he has been working on the book, off and on, for the past six 
years. I have also been told that Tom took a number of the softback editions 
with him to the ANA show in St. Louis and that he sold out all that he had in a 
matter of minutes .

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THE ONE that DIDN'T get AWAY!

Besides being a half cent collector, I am also a bowling nut; and I try 
to combine half cent hunting with bowling tournaments held throughout the 
western states . 

In June, 1 978, while on my way to the Professional Bowlers Association 
tournament in Fresno, California, I stopped off for lunch in Bakersfield. I 
made several phone calls; and after lunch, stopped by one coin shop which 
seemed promising. This particular dealer had maybe five or six half cents, 
and I immediately became interested in an 1 804 Spiked Chin variety with a 
large die break on the reverse. The coin graded VG; and when the dealer 
quoted his price, I almost passed up the coin since he wanted several dollars 
more over what I normally am willing to pay. But I had three 1 804 Cohen— 6's 
(G-8)f at home and I thought that that particular die state would fit in nicely, so 
I purchased the coin. 

After continuing on to Fresno and having very little luck in the tournament, 

I returned to my home in Riverside, California. Shortly after arriving home, 

I placed the 1 804 Bakersfield coin next to my three Cohen-6's and tried to 
compare die states . But something was wrong! 

On my 1 804 Cohen-6 coin with the late die state, the rim breaks away start- 
ing over the first A in AMERICA and continues past the final A in AMERICA. 

Yet the Bakersfield coin had the tops of the letters OF AMERI connected to the 
rim. How can this be? 

After consulting my Cohen book, the answer was quite obvious. The new 
coin was a Cohen-7 (G-9), with the triple leaf pointing in the middle of the 
word OF - an R5 coin, no less (R6 in Cohen's book). 

This year, I again made the trip to Fresno. I did much better in the PBA 
toumafhent; but while I was there, I stopped in to see Bill Raymond. I showed 
Bill three of my coins: a 1794 Cohen— 3a (G— 7) in VG, the 1804 Cohen— 7, and 
an 1 808/7 Cohen-2 in VG with TY of LIBERTY connected to the rim. 

Bill commented that the 1 794 Cohen-3a was the second finest specimen of 
that variety that he had seen. He also said that the 1804 Cohen-7 was a nice 
clean coin (not cleaned, but free of marks) and that it had one of the latest 
known states of die-break, making it extremely rare to collectors of die states. 
The 1808/7 coin was not as rare as I thought it might be. 

It saddened me to hear from Bill that he had sold all of his half cents, but 
I'm sure that he will find something else to collect and enjoy. Still, I was glad 
to learn what he said about the 1804 Cohen-7, a coin that I almost didn't buy.

Next, look at your 1831 N-12, Newcomb, in his book, writes: "Inter- 

mediate states of rim break occur between Nos. 12 and 12/3." I have a piece 
with a rim break somewhere between No. 12 and No. 12/1 . The chunk that 
has fallen out has not yet reached star 13. Here's a sketch: 



Do any of you die state collectors know of, or have, any other interesting 
pieces?

ANOTHER ’PENNY-WISE’ POPS UP

Convention in St. Louis; and, at Bill Smith's urgent pleadings, agreed to 
write up the following article on the EAC meeting held in conjunction with the 
ANA. Donn is from Chicago, where he is a member of the staff of WBBM, a 
radio station affiliated with CBS . While attending ANA, Donn also acted as 
master of ceremonies at the Numismatic Literary Guild's annual awards dinner 
held on July 31 at the Stauffer's Inn in Riverfront T owers .)

One of the first questions you ask yourself in this wonderful hobby is 
"What should I collect?" Thereafter, when you meet fellow numismatists, you 
are repeatedly asked by them: "What do YOU collect?" Depending upon your 
reply, the follow-up question might be; "Why?" 

For the unsophisticated, a glance at your collection of finest known die 
varieties of 1794 large cents might be as thrilling as looking at the 35 "all-the- 
same" coins which make up a complete set of Franklin half dollars. Ah, but 
for the connoisseur, each of the 1 794's is a distinctive beauty with its own die, 
strike, and color characteristics , as well as the memory of purchasing or 
trading for it. 

What do EAC members collect? You would think that that would be easy 
to answer - they collect, in one form or another, early American copper 
pieces. True - but the informal survey taken at the EAC meeting during the 
1979 ANA convention in St. Louis provided some interesting background on the 
more than 60 members and guests present who revealed the deep, dark secrets 
of their collecting habits. 

At President Smith's request, I turned on my portable tape recorder and 
made an audio record of most of the meeting. (Note to Denis Loring: For a 
slight fee. I'll erase all the remarks about Jerry Cohen's bidding activities. 

We can have our own 18 minute audiogap and call it EACgate.) 

Several of the audience responses were inaudible because the respondents 
on the other side of the room did not speak loudly enough to be picked up by the 
recorder's built-in microphone. However, to give you an idea of the diversity 
of the members' collecting interests, here is a brief rundown: 

About half the audience said that they collected large cents by date and/or 
variety. From that point onward, our audience got rather specialized. 

A half-dozen or so members enjoy hunting for Cap cents for their collec- 
tions, while three members (including two sons of a well-known dealer) seek 
*94 varieties . 

Early dates seem to be broken up into two separate categories by EAC 
members; some collect those dates up to, and including, 1797, while others 
consider early dates to include up to, and including, 1814. (The cents of 1798 
and 1799 remain rather elusive, as do "the varieties of 1815"!) 
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One member of the meeting audience noted that he is interested in large 
cent errors; another collects 1803 by variety. 

Collectors of "the little sisters" were also present, with several people 
explaining how they seek out all the half cent varieties that they can find. A 
few people said that they collect all Sheldon and Newcomb varieties, and one 
Newcomb lover is also addicted to Hard Times tokens. Others try only for a 
collection of large cents or half cents by date. 

A few collectors of late date large cents were also present. One gentle- 
man said that he had a complete date set of one cent pieces from 1 793 to 
present, except that he had recently learned that his 1804 is an electrotype. 

While I have three half cents in my own collection, purchased because the 
price was right and I figured it would be nice to have XF specimens of different 
bust and head types, my usual collecting interests tend toward Connecticut 
copper varieties by Miller's numbers. (I also collect the names of mail order 
dealers who grossly overgrade their "Gem BU" merchandise, but that's 
another story ) 

One excited audience member prompted a brief burst of applause when he 
announced that he collects "all kinds of copper - anything! " 

Tom DeLorey, who heads up the ANA Grading Service, explained that he 
does not necessarily collect copper, but does GRADE large cents and half 
cents. He added: "That is somewhat like judging a beauty contest where a’' 
the mothers of the entrants are armed! " 

At the end of the EAC meeting. President Smith asked if anyone present 
collected anything besides coins. Several people, including our "embarrassed" 
President, admitted that they collected (horrors!) stamps. Love tokens, 

Morgan and Peace dollars, guns, broken banknotes, miniature glass animals, 
statues of eagles (and. . .haha. . .double eagles), cars, numismatic and first 
edition books, playing cards. Condor tokens. Harper's magazine, and Thomas 
Elder tokens were also mentioned by audience members as items to be collected. 

Two rather unusual areas merit special attention: One person enjoys 

collecting certificates of authenticity. "It's my dream," he stated, "to get a 
certificate of authenticity issued by the ANA on the authenticity of one of their 
own certificates of authenticity". Tom DeLorey guessed that ANACS would 
have to first conduct a specific gravity test. And, finally, one member opined 
that an often-divorced colleague "collects wives". 

The meeting ended quickly after that!

"A few comments on the last two issues of P W: 

1 . Phil Homer's suggestion for P-W to reprint significant articles from past 
is*sues is excellent. Thanks to EACer Bob Kraft (who also does a fine job as 
president of the Madison, Wisconsin Coin Club), I had access to a complete 
set of P-W for a month. Such is the wealth of information contained therein, 

I hope to borrow his set eigain for another month or two for study and photo- 
copying . 

2 . Here's another and emphatic vote for an EAC-sponsored grading guide. 
Such a guide should include the grades of BS1 to XF40 in photos - this would 
satisfy the majority of collectors (who collect mostly wom coppers anyway) 
and it would avoid the pitfalls of trying to capture the essence of surface and 
color seen on MS and near-MS coins. Since the guide would be limited to 
early copper, there should be plenty of room for extra photos showing the 
grading of poorly struck, defective, porous, or otherwise difficult-to-grade 
coins (e.g. an unevenly-struck coin from damaged dies such as the S-273, 
having an overall VF30 sharpness but lightly porous and nicked, giving it an 
overall net grade of, say, VG10). 

3. I enjoyed Wayne von Hardenberg's ’Tongue- in-Cheek Definitions* and 
would like to offer a few more: 

glossy - you can use this coin as a shaving mirror, 

thanks to severe burnishing. 

proof - as above, but coin is of XF sharpness, at least. 

a few nicks and scratches, fully consistent with the grade 

- fully consistent with the grade of 'mutilated'. 

choice - the dealer has chosen to get rid of this dud. 
fiery red - coin was exposed to a three-alarm blaze. 

high water mark (also known as 'jewel of the first water') 

- coin was discovered in a tidal (or cess) pool . 

important pedigree — too often from A.K.C. 

choice XF, but bluntly struck - a nice FI 2. 

unique - no other coin in the world could be so over-rated, 
over-graded, over-priced, etc. 

4. Now for puzzles: since it seems popular to submit answers, I am en- 

closing my solutions to Denis' latest diversion (easy) and to Bill Weimer's 
variation of Denis' January puzzle (NOT easy!).

Actually, I found five possible solutions to Denis' puzzle. The last two 
require Chester to have rather liberal discretionary powers; the first three 
do not.
